The program of the Madison Min- 


isterial Union at Christ Presbyter- 
ian church on Monday consisted of 
an address by W. H. Sweet of Den- 
ver, 
Colo. Mr. Sweet 's subject was 


"The Solidarity 
of the 
Christian 


Conscience and Social Justice" and 
both the address and the discussion 
following attempted to interpret the 
relation of Christianity to the pre- 
sent industrial issue. 


At the dose* of the 
session 
the 


Rev. 
H. H. Lumpkin and Henry 


Harris presented the following res- 
olution. 
The 
resolution

"In view of the 
fact of the 


wide-spread unrest and misun- 
derstanding which 
obtains 
in 


the industrial world, we believe 
it to be our duty ,\s members 
of 
the 
Ministerial 
Union , to 


stale our 
belief 
in certain 


things. 


"We desire to affirm o\ir be- 


lief in the right of labor to un- 
ionize and bargain collective- 
ly, believing this to be their 
right under the principles 
<if 


our American Government. 


"We deplore the use of vio- 


lence or a spirit or methods of 
coercion, by whomsoever 
em- 


ployed. 


"\Vc believe in giving an 


honest day's labor for a fair 
day's wage, and we believe in 
;i wage that will not only af- 
ford a living, but will be suffi- 
cient for education and recrea- 
tion. 


"Wo recognize that organiz- 


ed Labor may have erred 
in 


method or plan to some degree, 
hut we do not 
believe to any 


creator degree than has orga- 
nized Capital, and 
we believe 


that the wholesale condemna- 
tion of labor which obtains in 
m;iny quarters is both unwise 
and unjust. 


"We believe that 
the 
only 


principle by which these war- 
ring factions mav come togeth- 
er will he by approaching each 
other in the spirit of concilia- 
tion ;md understanding, neither 
seeking to confound or destroy 


• the other, but working for their 


own pood and that of the public 
in general. In other words, the 
principle of Brotherhood, which 
is the principle of Jesus Christ, 
w i l l be the only principle which 
offers a permanent hope of set- 
tlement."

kee was blackmailed out of over $2,- 
000 on a promist that her son, Jud- 
son, would be released from Waupun 
and how the blackmailer was finally 
caught through the efforts of Mrs, 
Montgomery's daughter, Olive,' are 
developments revealed in the arrest 
of Edward Tyrrell at Milwaukee. 


Judson Montgomery is now serv- 


ing a 14 year term at Waupun for 
running down several people in an 
auto in Milwaukee. He and his mo- 
ther and sister, Olive, were residents 
of Madison for many years. ' Mr. 
Montgomery was a well known con- 
ductor running between 
Madison 


and Milwaukee. 


1 Tyrrell, automobile salesman for 
a Milwaukee firm, former convict at 
Waupun who was paroled last Sep- 
tember after, 
serving 
twenty-one 


months .of a three year term for em- 
bezzlement, was arrested by detec- 
tives late on.Monday on a warrant 
charging him with obtaining money 
under false pretenses. 


The arrest .of Tyrrell 
bared an 


awesome story of how the aged and 
white haired mother had been prey- 
ed upon by a younger mind and been 
influenced to turn over every cent 
she could obtain, including money 
raised on her 
wedding ring, to a 


stranger who 
promised that ho 


would obtain the release of her SOB' 
from the penitentiary. 


According to the police, a total of 


$2.130 
was obtained from 
Mrs. 


Montgomery by Tyrrell since Oct. 
23, 1920, less than a month after 
Tyrrell was released from Waupnn. 
The money was obtained 'in amounts 
varying from $10.to $600. Tyrrell 
told Mrs. Montgomery that he would 
use the money to "buy off" the dis- 
trict attorney and Judge Backus and 
thus secure the pardon of her'son. 


According to the police, Tyrrell 


confessed 
to the 
swindle .before 


Capt. McCrory of the detective bu- 
reau, shortly 
after his arrest in 


front of the apartments of 
Mrs. 


Montgomery. 


Tyrrell obtained his release on 


Sept. 25, 1920, through the assist- 
ance of a promiaent business 
man 


here who succeeded in getting Mr. 
Zabel to intercede with the gover- 
nor. 
Before leaving prison, Mont- 


gomery had told Tyrrell, of his 
mother living in 
Milwaukee and 


probibly told him to go to see her. 


On -Oct. 23, Tyrrell obtained 
the 


first money from Mrs. Montgomery. 
He told her that he knew a big busi- 
ness man in Milawukee who could 
get anything done he wanted and 
that he would get him to secure . a 
pardon for 
Judson. 
Tyrrell also 


told the old woman that he had R 
"stand in" with the governor and 
that be even "wined and dined" with 
him. 
On three separate 
occasions' 


Tyrrell told Mrs. Montgomery that 
her son would beturn to her that 
night. ' Each time the aged mother 
prepared a .special meal and set an 
extra plate, but each time there was 
a vacant chair. 


Finally Mrs. Montgomery's funds 


became exhausted and she communi- 
cated with Mrs. Olive Morton, sis- 
ter of Judson, at New York, asking 
for more money. Mrs. Morton be- 
came suspicious and fiired -the Min- 
neapolis detective to investigate the 
case. Mrs. Morton herself 
and a 


friend of the family then came to 
Milwaukee, arriving here 
on Fri- 


day.

From the midst of a labyrinth of 


constitutional procedure, union rep- 
resentatives and members of 
the 


Master Builders' association are do. 
ing their best to reach a settlement 
of the wage controversy -which will 
be acceptable to both parties. 
Del- 


egations from both sides sat with 
the mayor's committee for nearly 
four hours Monday night arguing 
various proposals and counter-pro- 
posals but little ground was gained. 
Neither 
of 
the 
representative 


groups have power to accept a pro- 
posal and consequently .any -likely 
suggestion for putting an end . to 
the fight must be submitted to the 
Master Builders and to meetings 
of the 10 .building crafts involved 
and .accepted by each before a set- 
tlement can come. 


A public hearing will be held to- 


night at 7:30 in the council chamber 
of the city hall, which, if 'necessary, 
will be continued, Wednesday night. 
The suggestion was made by F. D. 
McClain. 
The 
meeting 
Monday, 


night was thrown open late in the 
session, after negotiations had been 
simmered down to a few proposals. 
Jacob Young, labor representative, 
declared that he could not see why 
the mayor's committee should un- 
dertake to arbitrate the union man's 
wage, as was proposed in the Mas- 
ter Builders' resolution, any more 
than it .would attempt to tell 
a 


Madison banker what rate of inter- 
est he could charge. 


Purpose Is Outlined. 


Prof. Kiekhofer outlined the pur- 


poses of. the committee's investiga- 
tions as two-fold: to effect a settle- 
ment of a kind whith will induce 
the public to build, and to ascertain 
what fair building costs are in this 
city. 


• Two propositions presented by the 
contractors were' turned down by 
the laborers, and the contractors, 
refused to accept a counter-proposal 
offerodiby the unionists. The labor- 
ers, however, agreed to submit to 
their respective unions, a resolution 
offered by the Master Builders, 'for 
the immediate return of all crafts 
pending a settlement by the mayr 
or*s committee, and an agreement to 
submit the controversy .to the com- 
mittee and 'abide by its 
decision. 


The resolution, 
adopted by 
the 


builders at .a recent meeting of the 
association, was 
signed by L. B. 


Gilbert, J. D. Frederiekson ana L. 
M. Rhodes. 
The contractors also 


refused to consent to permit the 
unions to go back under a straight 
compromise of 90 cents—the mean 
between the contractors' figure of 
90 cents and the laborers' demand 
of $1. 


First Plan Presented. 


The first proposal voted down by 


labor was to return to work im- 
mediately at the old scale, receiving 
only 75 per cent of each week's 
wages until a new scale is adopted.

GOV. ELAINE 


RAPSPRESS 


Charges Newspapers Con- 
trolled by Interests; Shel- 


don Club Head 


The press- "as independent as a 


newborn babe" of the civil war day 
has become a press controlled and 
owned by a multitude of interests, 
Gov. Elaine declared in an informal 
address before the Wisconsin Con- 
gregational club, in which he charg- 
ed that the newspapers of today con- 
stitute a stumbling; block to civili- 
zation. 
Gov. Elaine spoke inform- 


ally following an address by William 
E. Sweet of Denver. 


"The means of conveying intelli- 


gence to the people is the one great 
barrier to social • and economic de- 
velopment today," he said. 
"You 


can't rely on anything you read in 
the newspapers today." 
" 
""• 


Mr. Sweet urged the evolving of 


a social order which conforms to the 
principles of Christ. 


"The well being of the American 


people is still of paramount import- 
ance. As we mobilized against Ger- 
many the war we should now co-op- 
erate in peace time for the good -of 
the people declared William E. Sweet 
prominent Denver" millionaire, at. a 
dinner last night in First-Congrega- 
tional, church attended by members 
of 
the 
Wisconsin 
Congregational 


club. Governor John J. Elaine spoke 
on the glowing menace of a press 
owned by interests alien to demo- 
cracy. 


"The church has direct relation to 


anything which effects the lives of 
the people." 
said Mr. Sweet. "The 


world is demanding today a true re- 
ligion which applies the principles 
of Jesus Clirist to life and conduct. 
Unless the 
church 
provides 
this 


many' will turn their backs upon it." 


Mr. Sweet identified the work,of 


the church with ' industrial move- 
ments,, such as collective bargaining 
and 
improved 
labor 
conditions, 


which'would raise al.l men to 
the 


brotherhood demanded by the spirit 
of democracy and Christianity. 


"A smug satisfaction that the last 


word which can be said in democracy 
has been spoken is overcoming stu- 
dents and older groups. This is not 
true. Democracy is evolutionary not 
static. 
We must be' willing 
to 


change or abolish our present insti- 
tutions if they do not abide by the 
principles of Jesus Christ;-just 'as 
we abolished -slavery in 1861." 


"Behind much American business 


is an inordinate ambition for gain 
which breaks down the finer qualities 
in the morals of '.our business men." 
said Mr. Sweet. The principles of 
love and brotherhood show the only 
way out of the present turmoil." 


"I am not in sympathy with the 


determined war for the open shop 
because it ends to break up the un- 
ions and I believe that they have 
come to stay, that in the long run 
we will not be best served by smash- 
ing them." 


Mr. Sweet predicted that when 


students, who are now learning the 
new democracy in colleges, enter the 
fields of business of professions a 
great progress will be made.

Supreme C o u r t Holds 


Against Farmers in 


Racine County 


The Industrial Co-operative Union 


of Milwaukee won its suit in the 
Supreme court on Tuesday against 
a number of farmers in Racine coun- 
ty for failure to pay for certain 
stock subscribed to by them for the 
purpose of erecting large co-opera- 
tive wnrhouses in Milwaukee. 


Forty-eight farmers 
from Ra- 


cine and adjoining counties wore in- 
terested in this litigation brought 
by the Industrial Co-operative Un- 
ion of Milwaukee to collect money 
on promisory notes for the sale of 
stock. The test action was brought 
by the union against B. E. Lewis. 
The union contemplated the estab- 
lishment in the city of Milwaukee 
r>f a large warehouse to be used 
for storing and handling-of farm 
produce and for sale of all milk 
produced by defendants on farms. 
It was also alleged that the union 
would send a special train to trans- 
port the milk of the several farm- 
ers to the place of business by Jan. 
1, 1017. 
The farmers took stock 


mid gave their notes in the organ- 
ization. 
The action, was brought 


by the union to enforce the collec- 
tion of the money. Lewis alleged 
that the subscription was obtained 
by falFe representation. 
The un- 


iur, contended that there was no 
credible 
evidence 
indicating false 


representation. 
This was an ap- 


peal from the judgment of the cir- 
cuit court of Racine county dismiss- 
ing the claim for

against 


alaintiff. 
The union appealed.

j Rosenberry in the opinion. "Where, 
.is here, the jury has returned si spe- 
cial verdict, it is an invasion of the 
jury for the court to change the 
jury's findings if there is evidence 
which, if undisputed, supports the 
findings. 
The question as to where 


the weight or preponderance of the 
evidence lies is not material. In this 
cuso, if tho witnesses were equally 
credible, the evidence was 
almost 


balanced. 
The scale 
must 
turn, 


therefore, in favor of that which is 
the more credible, a question widen 
is peculiarly within the province of 
tho jury. While the stipulation made 
evidence as to transactions between 
the plaintiff's agent and other de- 
fendants admissible, it did not give 
such evidence, when introduced, ma- 
teriality as to any particular issue or 
endow it with probative force.

Only Common Knowledge 


Needed From Witness 


Says Butler 


"The Technical Man as a Wit- 


ness," was the subject of H. L. But- 
ler, Madison attorney, at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Technical club in 
the Presbyterian 
church Monday 


night, Mr. Butler has had wide ex- 
perience in the examination of ex- 
perts on the witness stand, and was 
introduced as an "expert on expert 
witnesses." 


"I do not like the term, 'expert 


witness,''.' said Mr. Butler. "It im- 
plies that the witness is an expert 
in handling himself on the witness 
stand rather than an expert in his 
qualifications to testify. 
All 
wit- 


nesses are experts, but most testi- 
fying calls for only such knowledge 
as is common to everybody. 


"I do not join in the general con- 


demnation of the 
expert witness. 


Most -lawyers would say that wit- 
nesses become partisan to the pcrty 
•which calls them. 
They are quite 


apt to take the side of the man 
whose witness they happen to be. 


"The expert witness has a pro- 


fessional reputation 
to 
maintain, 


and this acts as a check to prevent 
his partisanship from overstepping 
ordinary bounds. 
The rather loose 


way in which expert testimony 
is 


brought before commissions is un- 
fortunate. 
The commission ordi- 


narily pays no attention to the rules 
of evidence. The expert- is allowed 
to present his testimony which may 
be based on hearsay or the authori- 
ty of a subordinate, and it is ac- 
ceptable. 
Consequently the expert 


becomes more careless of his testi- 
mony than if it weer given in court. 
No expert should be expected to go 
beyond his honest convictions. 


"The expert should realize that if 


his testimony is going to be effect- 
ive, only so far as he is able to con- 
vince the tribunal that he knows 
what he is talking about. He should 
realize that his mere opinion 
has 


no real conviction, and only weak- 
ens his testimony."

TAX$400,000 


Tax Commission in An- 


nouncement for the 


Coming Year 


An 
increase of 
approximately 


$400,000 in railroad taxes for the 
coming year was announced by tho 
tax commission on Tuesday. 
The 


total 'amount of taxes to be col- 
lected this year, in semi-annual in- 
stallments, will be $7,278316.75 as 
compared with $6,837,056.47. 
This 


increase of taxes is due to an in- 
crease in the general tax rates of 
the state. 
The railroads pay the 


average general tax for the state. 
One year ago this tax 
rate was 


.01895318. This year the tax rate 
is .02106389. 
The valuation of the 


railroads this year as fixed by the 
tax commission for assessment is 
$345,559,000 
as 
compared ' with 


$360,734,000. 
In spite c-f this de- 


crease in valuation there has been 
an increase of taxes. 


The Northwestern railroad 
was 


valued today by the commission at 
$122,000,000 and it will pay a tax 
this year of $2,569,794.58. The Mil- 
waukee road is valued at $82,000,- 
000 and will pay a tax of $1,727,- 
238.96. The "Soo" line in Wiscon- 
sin is valued at fi3,000,000 and will 
pay a tax of 
$1,116,386.17. The 


smallest tax is paid by the Caze- 
novia Southern Railroad -compimy 
of $505.53 on valuation of $24,000.

Judge Owen in Nonparti- 


san Case Rules Against 


the Socialists 


In announcing its decision in sus- 


taining the constitutionality of the 
Milwaukee Nonpartisan election law 
on Tuesday, the supreme court in 
an opinion by Justice Owen pointed 
out that in the future, "the exist- 
ence of political parties may be held | 
inimical rather' than promotive of 
the general welfare." 


In Binner vs. Buer, the court, in 


an opinion by justice Owen, sus- 
tains the constitutionality of 
the 


non-partisan law 
for 
Milwaukee 


county. 
In answer to the claim of 


the plaintiff that the law i: uncon- 
stitutional because it does not se- 
cure to the voter t! e right to ex- 
press hi* views concerning govern-, 
mental policies through the medium 
of a political party, the court Said: 


"This of course'is on the assump- 


tion that group action on the part 
of the voters, each respective group 
being designated 
as 
H 
political 


party, is essential under our form 
and scheme of government, as the 
establishment of principles rather 
than the choice of men generally 
enlist the primary interest of 
the 


voter. 
With this there can be no 


serious' quarrel. 
But the question 


arises whether this be true if in 
the oourse of time, in the evolution 
of society and in the progress of 
governmental development, the pre- 
servation of political parties shall 
be 'demed destructive rather than 
promotive of the public 
interest. 


We should bear in mind that the 
express right is fixed and perman- 
ent, but as the 
agency 
through 


which it is exercised is an invention 
of society, it is 
subject 
to the 


changes inevitably wrought 
from 


time to time by social and economic 
inventive genius. 
Society is in a 


progressive state moving towards 
perfection. The political or philo- 
sophical 'aphorism of one generation 
is doubted by the next, and entire- 
ly discarded by the third; the race 
moves forward constantly, and no 
Canute can stay 
its 
progress. 


While the existence of political par- 
ties with which the individual voter 
may affiliate and through which he 
may give expression to his views 
concerning governmental policies is 
now deemed essential to our scheme 
of government, who can say that 
this view may not be discarded by 
future 'generations and the exist- 
ence of1 political parties be held in- 
imical rather than promotive of the 
general welfare."

leria in Statement 


On Measure

There will be-an interesting fight 


in the leprislature over bill 477 A 
which prohibits the manufacture of 
compound. 


The condenseries in the country 


during the war, were called upon to 
do their utmost to take care of the 
needs of the Army and Navy, for the 
reason that milk products in the 
form of butter ana cheese ooiild no' 
be taken into the trenches, on ac- 
count of their absorbing poison gas- 
es from the gas shells, but cannec 
milk -was not affected. 


Bottled milk, which is a perishable 


product was not available for camps 
in the United States or France. The 
Food Administration called the milk 
condensers into Washington, and pui 
the situation up to them and they 
agreed to give them all the canne< 
milk they needed, and at times the 
Army and Navy took 95% of the 
production. This caused a Tery large 
expansion in the- manufacture o] 
canned milk and after the war it 
was necessary for the condenseries 
to find another outlet and with a 
little Yankee ingenuity, they in- 
vented a new product which is a 
compound of skimmed milk and co- 
coannt oil, condensed, and which sells 
to the consumer at four cents a can 
cheaper, equal to four cents a quari 
of bottled milk, cheaper. 


Wisconsin had last year 2,400,000,- 


000 pounds of skimmed milk, which 
was fed to the hogs. 


In the large cities such as New 


Orleans, Pittsburg, etc., there are 
poor people, with many children 
sorely pressed by the high cost of 
living. 


The condenseries are 
converting 


this skimmed milk formerly fed to 
hogs in the finished product for the 
farmer for human consumption, and 
combined with cocoanut oil which is 
more nutritious and more digestible 
than butter fat, and selling it to the 
consumer at a saving of 35% in the 
final cost. 


This compound is not intended as 


an "infant food and is so labeled. 


Wisconsin is the leading conden- 


sery state in America 
or in the 


world. There are morp cans of milk 
packed yearly than all the peas, to- 
matoes and corn combined and in the 
State of Wi"on<?in there is packed 
"e-third of this or some 600 million 
cans per year. 
There are 30,000 


farmers delivering milk to the con- 
denseries. There is some $12,000,- 
000 invested in plants and the an- 
nual value of their product, 98% of 
which is sold outside of the State, is 
$75,000,000. 


There is some 340 million gallons 


of milk yearly used by the conden- 
series. Bill 477 A. would very seri- 
ously cripple this industry and would 
undoubtedly close many of the 67 
plants in the State. 


The bill is being pushed by the 


creamery interests who have found 
over a period of ten years that the 
condenseries can pay more for milk 
ian they can, because they force 
the farmers to take % of the food 
of the milk back and feed to their 
hogs.. 


The production of compound at its 


very economical price has tremend- 
ously increase^ the use of dairy pro- 
ducts and of milk in cooking and 
baking, and most of these products 
are made in the State of Wisconsin. 
Manifestly, the prohibition of the 
ndustry would be a real blow to the 
dairy interests of'the State, which is 
the leading condensery and dairy 
tate in America. 


The manufacturers of this com- 


potmd have petitioned the legislature

ROLL call which all progressives are going do watch wfl] 
come Wednesday when the Assembly will reconsider the 


vote by which it killed the Hnber bill relating to manufacture for 
factories in tenement and dwelling houses; 


The killing of this bill last week was altogether unexpected. 


At none of the three hearings before the Senate and Assembly 
committees did anybody appear to oppose this bQl. It passed 


•>_ the Senate unanimously and similarly was unanimously report- 


"ed for passage to the Assembly. In the big slaughter of bills 
last Wednesday however, the Huber bill also went down 54 to 33. 
Among those voting against this bill were many who did not 
understand the real iasae. 


This bill does not prevent mannfoetare in homes and does 


not deprive any person of an opportunity to earn a livelihood. 
Unlike the home work law now on the statute books it places no 
restrictions upon the manufacture in homes of articles to be sold 
at women's exchanges or church sales. Nor does it prevent fac- 
tories from engaging la home work, but only requires that such 
large scale manufacture in tenements shall be carried on under 
conditions which protect both the home workers and the con- 
suming public. 


During the Spanish-American War there was a scandal be- 


cause contagious diseases were spread to soldiers through army 
clothing made in tenements. Ever since every clothing contract 
let by the government has contained a clause that the articles 
must not be manufactured in tenements or homes. At that time 
also Wisconsin enacted its present home work law which pro- 
vides that such work may be done only in rooms found upon in- 
spection to be clean and spacious and that all home workers must 
be licensed by the Industrial Commission. 


The present law puts the cart before the horse; it places 


restrictions upon the home workers and not upon the factorie 
for whom the work is done. It could be enforced only by 
army of inspectors and in consequence has remained well-nig] 
a dead letter. Under this law the number of home workers i 
MQwmikee increased from 500 in 1917 to 2,900 in 1920 and th 
problem has spread to many other cities of the state. Fooc 
products, infants' wear and expensive articles of clothing are a! 
made by home workers in this state, often in most unsanitary 
tenements. Less than one-fourth of the home workers in Mil 
wankee last summer were paid as much as 22 cents an hour 
which is the legal minimum and considerably below the average 
wage for women in factories, although the home workers for 
nish their own workroom and their own light and heat. Even 
these meager earnings were possible only because the entire 
family usually helps out, including often very young children.

It wifl make ifim 
possible for factories to engage in home work, unless they pay 
a piece rate which is sufficient to enable the home workers when 
working steadily to earn the minimum wage, nor if they wink 
at violations of the child labor law. It also provides for Inspec- 
tion of the tenements in which this work is to be done by the 
local health officers and places the cost of such inspections upon 
the factories, who in this manner are enabled to guarantee to 
the public that their products will not spread contagion and dis- 
ease.
